NOW PAVING THE WAY 


Prominent Citizens of Caracas Peti­ 
tion President Castro to Come 
Off His High Hor-e. 


Minister Bowen Is the Man 
Upon 
Whom They Now Place Their 
Reliance. 


Diicnssion of the Terms of Settle­ 
ment of the Row Is Now 
Going: On. 


Caracas, Dec. 18.—It has been de­ 
cided that the Venezuelan difficulty 
shall be arbitrated, and the discussion 
of terms of settlement is now going 
on. 
United States Minister Bowen 
undoubtedly will be one of the arbitra­ 
tors. 
The government fears that coercive 
measures will follow the establish­ 
ment of the blockade. 
Indications are 
that Venezuela will yield to the de­ 
mands of the allies. 
The leading citizens of Caracas have 
addressed a joint note to President 
Castro asking him to give full powers 
to United States Minister Bowen to 
effect a termination of the present dif­ 
ficulty. 
This note was transmitted to Presi­ 
dent Castro late yesterday afternoon. 
It is signed by all the leading mer­ 
chants, bankers and agriculturalists of 
Caracas. 
It reflects truly the concen­ 
sus of current opinion among the bus­ 
iness element of this city. 
The men 
who signed the note met again last 


ance with the finding of th** Lausanne 
court oi arbitration. Up to tho present 
time the government has made no re­ 
ply to tho presentation of this claim, 
and It is probable that the French le­ 
gation today will reiterate Its request 
for a settlement.

Dec. 18,—“If the seizure of 
Venezuelan gunboats does not result 
as we all hope, it will be necessary 
to proceed to a blockade.” 
In the speech in the house of com­ 
mons yesterday during which Premier 
Balfour made the above statement, he 
conveyed the impression of possible, 
though as yet 
unnecessary, further 
hostilities, but also that arbitration 
on the same basis might be accepted. 
Immediately 
after 
having spoken 
these words the premier said that In 
the event of a blockade no difference 
would be made between the ships,, of 
neutral powers, who would not be con­ 
sulted. 
He then ridiculed the idea of 
a "peaceful*' blockade. 
When he said, 
“I think it quite likely that the United 
States government would not think 
there 
is such a thing as a pacific 
blockade, and I personally take the 
same view that evidently a blockade 
does involve a state of war,” 
the 
house 
expressed 
its 
approbation. 
Throughout the discussion the tenor 
of questions and answers showed re­ 
gard for the 
views of the United 
States, 
Mr. Balfour assured the house 
that the papers in the Venezuelan mat­ 
ters were in course of being prepared 
as rapidly as possible and answering 
a question, he said they would include 
the communications with reference to 
Venezuela that had passed between 
his

government and

Premier Balfour gave 
no hint to the house as to the ultimate 
result of the arbitration proposal, and 
nothing further in this respect has 
been given out at the foreign office.

The following cablegram also was 
sent to Commander Diehl of the Mar­ 
ietta, now lying at La Guayra: 
“Send 
VanDuzen 
(executive officer of the 
Marietta) as assistant to the Ameri­ 
can minister temporarily.” 
The officer from Dewey’s fleet will 
relieve Lieutenant Commander Van­ 
Duzen, who is only an hour distant 
from Caracas, when he arrives upon 
the scene. 
While no explanation is 
Si ven for the above orders, it is be­ 
lieved that these measures are being 
taken to guard agains. an Interruption 
in the cable connecting Mr. Bowen 
with his home government 
It was stated at the navy depart­ 
ment that one reason for sending the 
officers to Caracas was the fact that 
Mr. Bowen is almost overwhelmed 
with the work imposed upon him by 
his many charges, 
He has nearly all 
of the English residents in Caracas 
domiciled 
in the American legation 
and 
is 
feeding 
them 
from 
his 
ov/n-table. 
As for the torpedo boat 
destroyer, it is pointed out that it will 
serve as a dispatch boat to keep Mr. 
Bo ven in touch with the nearest cable 
station to La Guayra which can be 
relied upon to transmit messages to 
Washington in case the I-a Guayra 
cable is cut as an incident to the 
blockade. No further orders than that 
noted above went forward to Admiral 
Dewey 
yesterday, 
but 
Secretary 
Moody expects to have ready today 
his order for the distribution of the 
vessels of the combined fleet. 
Up to 
the present moment he has not reach­ 
ed any settled determination as to 
any one ship. 
There will be no effort on the part 
of this government to resist a war 
blockade of the Venezuelan coast as 
against merchant ships. 
Custom re­ 
quires that due notice shall be given 
of the blockade, and that fact taken 
in connection with the declarations 
that have been made in the British 
parliament by the authorized repre­ 
sentatives of the British government 
will, It is understood, be sufficient to 
justify ail neutral nations in the un­ 
derstanding that a state of war does 
actually exist. 
Tb:s might in the end 
require the issue of a proclamation of 
neutrality by President Roosevelt, but 
this it is stated would not be timely 
now.

A n ti-T ru st L eg islatio n

Washington, Dec. 18.—Mr. Bartlett, 
a Georgia Democrat, during consider­ 
ation of the appropriation bill in the 
house 
yesterday, 
unexpectedly 
and j 
without warning, sprang an amend­ 
ment to appropriate $250,000 to en­ 
force the Sherman anti-trust law and 
to direct the attorney general to pro­ 
ceed to the prosecution of all viola­ 
tors of the law. 
Although such a pro­ 
vision was plainly amenable to a point 
of order, not a member on either side 
of the house raised objection. 
Both 
sides wheeled into line and all agreed 
that some such action was advisable. 
Some of the Republicans, however, 
raised objection to the looseness of 
the language of the amendment, and 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa offered as a sub­ 
stitute for it the language of the bill 
he introduced on the opening day of 
the session to appropriate $500,000 for 
the enforcement of the law. This was 
further strengthened to make the ap­ 
propriation immediately available and. 
so amended, the substitute was agreed 
to without division. 
The legislative 
bill was passed practically as it came 
from the committee except for the 
amendment. 
I ne senate passed the 
pension appropriation bill without dis­ 
cussion. 
It carries $139,847,000. 
An 
urgent deficiency bill was also passed. 
The amount carried by this bill is 
$1,148,400.

have been admitted to the arbitration 
scheme, began calling witnesses.. The 
sessions yesterday were probably the 
liveliest yet held by the commission. 
At the morning session the miners’ 
lawyers challenged the fairness of cer­ 
tain wage statements handed to the 
commision by the Pennsylvania Coal 
company, and in 
afternoon Lawyer 
Darrow had a spirited discussion with 
Chairman Gray as to whether or not 
the miners had a right to know who 
is paying the lawyers representing the 
non-union men before the commission. 
Mr. Darrow asserted they were em­ 
ployed by the coal operators. 
Preced­ 
ing this Simon P. Wolverton, counsel 
for the Reading company, who deliv­ 
ered the opt ning address on behalf of 
all the large coal companies, made 
the point in his address that the rec­ 
ognition of the union is not an issue 
before the commission, which brought 
out a protest from Mr. Darrow. 
The 
latter asserted that if it were not, then 
the 
operators 
should be 
forbidden 
from presenting testimony that tend­ 
ed to show the union was responsible 
for all the alleged violence committed 
during the strike. 
The alleged unfairness of the wage 
statements came to the notice of the 
commission as a result of its inquiry 
into the cihld labor question in this 
vicinity. 
Several little girls testified 
on Monday that they worked all night 
in a silk mill in order to help their 
fathers, who were employed in the 
mines and received poor pay. 
Tues­ 
day Everett Warren, who represents 
the Erie company, which controls the 
Pennsylvania Coal company, in whose 
mines some of these fathers worked, 
handed to the commission a memoran­ 
dum showing that one father last year 
received about $1,400 for himself and 
laborer, and that the other father re­ 
ceived $1,600 for himself and lanorer. 
At the opening of the session yester­ 
day the miners placed the two parents 
on the stand, and they swore that the 
earnings

divided 
among from four to six men.

ers, and Judge Gray askesd a the fig­ 
ures on the memorandum were taken 
from the wage statement already filed 
by the company with the commission.

The tunnel on tho Southern, four 
miles west of Hew Albany, which is 
known as th© Edwardsville tunnel, is 
the longest railway tunnel in Indiana. 
It passes through the knobs hack of 
New Albany and under the town of 
Edwardsville, in Floyd county. 
The 
tunnel is 4 , > feet long and is cut 
through solid rock. 
That portion of the I ouisville-St. 
Louis division of the Southern be* j 
tween New Albany and Huntingburg, 
a distance of ninety miles, is one of 
the most 
picturesque r< ads in the 
country. 
W hen it was known as the 
Air Line it was said that it was prop­ 
erly named, for the reason that for a 
con-iderable distance 
the track is 
built on high trestles, in many places 
IOO feet in the air. 
The range of hills 
in Floyd, Harrison, Crawford and Du­ 
bois counties, in Indiana, are crossed 
I by 
moans 
of 
numerous 
trestles 
and tunnels. 
It is claimed that fully 
half that portion of tile road is ties 
ties, tunnels, fills, cuts and bridges. 
Between New Albany and Hunting­ 
burg there are, besides the Edwardsville 
tunnel, live tunnels, ranging in length 
from OHO to "80 feet. There are also 
as many high trestles, ranging in 
height from eighty to one hundred feet 
the Blue river bridge and two others, 
besides num eiouscuts, tills aud sm all­ 
er bridges and trestles. 
The cost of 
the construction of this portion of the 
road was something enormous. 
Two other railroad tunnels in the 
south part of the state that c ll for 
special mention are those on the B. A 
O. S-W. and the Southern Indiana 
railroads. 
The one on the B. & O. 
S-W . is in Lawrence county aear T un­ 
nelton and the one on the S. I. is in 
Martin county near Blankenship.
